Q. I am 66 years old. I did not j 
apply for my social security when | 
1 was 65 because I continued to' 
work. I understand that I may 
now be able to get some benefits 
even though 1 am still employed. 
Is tliis correct? 

A. Yes. You should get in 
touch with your nearest social 
security district office immediate¬ 
ly. They will be able to assist you 
in determining whether any bene¬ 
fits can be paid to you in addition 
to your earnings. 

Q. Two years ago. I retired 
from a plant in town and became 
self-employed, making gun stocks 
and fishing rods.„ l am making 
about $1700 per year and haven’t 
applied for social security because 
I am working full time. A friend 
tells me 1 should apply because 
I could get some benefits even 
though 1 am working. Is he right? 

A. He certainly is. With earn¬ 
ings of $1700, only $250 would be 
withheld from your benefits dur¬ 
ing the year. You should go to 
your nearest social security office 
immediately. Each month you de¬ 
lay may cost you a month’s bene¬ 
fits. 

Q. My husband and I are both 
past 65. 1 have never worked un¬ 
der social security. He works full 
time and earns $2200 per year. 
We have never applied for bene¬ 
fits because of his work; however, 
a frternl lias told us we should 
because of a recent change in I he 
law. Is lie right? 

A. Under the 1901 amend¬ 
ments to the social security law, 
it is possible that your husband 
may continue to work full time 
and have some benefits payable 
to both of you. The law now pro-

Keep in mind that parcel post 
size and weight limitations vary 
according to destination, so be 
sure to ask about them when you 
go to the Post Office to buy 
stamps. 

The Postmaster reminds us 
that we can make it a merrier 
Christmas for everybody if we 
will try to get all of our Christ¬ 
mas presents mailed before De¬ 
cember 10th. Christmas cards for 
out of town delivery should be 
sent before December 15th, and 
those for local addresses should 
be mailed at least a week before 
Christmas. 

The Postmaster also said she 
is most appreciative of the in¬ 
terest and cooperation shown by 
the mailing public so far, and re¬ 
minds us that “Do it now” is the 
slogan from here on in. Don’t 
put off your Christmas mailings 
while you still have time because 
this means that dreaded pileups 
will occur at the Post Office, 
causing unavoidable slowdowns 
in deliveries as the holiday ap¬ 
proaches.

turned to you for correction of 
your mailing list. Also, remem¬ 
ber you can write personal mess¬ 
ages only on Christmas cards 
sent by First Class mail. Noth¬ 
ing but your signature is author¬ 
ized on cards sent at the un¬ 
sealed, Third Class rate. 

The Postmaster warns against 
careless packing of your precious 
Christmas gifts. She says it is 
unbelievable how some people 
fail to use strong cartons, heavy- 
wrapping paper and sturdy cord 
when packing breakable gifts — 
mark the cartons, “Fragile” — 
“Handle With Care” and be sure 
to put an extra label carrying the 
recipient’s and your name and 
address INSIDE of every pack¬ 
age. 

The Postmaster also said, “By 
giving special attention to your 
Christmas mailings right now, by 
being sure that your mailing lists 
are up-to-date and by planning 
your mailings so that you send 
out your cards and packages in 
groups, rather than all at one 
time, you’ll be certain that all 
your Christmas greetings and 
gift packages reach their destina¬ 
tions before Christmas. 

The Postmaster asks the co¬ 
operation of all business firms to 
delay the mailing of circulars 
and catalogs until after Decem¬ 
ber 25th, to keep the mails clear 
for the Christmas rush. 

If you use Christmas stickers 
or seals, put them on the BACK 
of your Christmas cards and 
packages so that they will not 
conflict with the address on the 
front. Make sure that correct 
postage is firmly affixed to each 
card and package. When mailing 
gifts, it’s a good idea to place a 
piece of transparent cellophane 
tape over the address portion of 
the label to prevent defacing it 
in transit.

Q. We’d like to install a large 
picture window.

A. Use a wood window with 
double-glazing (insulating glass). 
The layer of air between the two 
sheets of glass is effective insula¬ 
tion, and the wood itself is a good 
insulating material, too. A bonus 
feature of wood windows is that 
condensation problems are virtu¬ 
ally eliminated. Windows made 
of pondcrosa pine are widely 
available in many sizes and styles. 


The habit of “riding the 31-day 
grace period” has caused the 
lapse of valuable GI insurance 
policies of hundreds of Massachu¬ 
setts veterans in recent months, 
William F. Connors, manager of 
the Veterans Administration re¬ 
gional office, Boston, said yes¬ 
terday. 

Too many veterans on “grace 
period” time are forgetting their 
iinal deadlines, thus lapsing their 
policies at a time when their de¬ 
pendents need insurance protec¬ 
tion most. Connors advised all 
veterans to avoid this pitfall by 
making up that monthly payment 
they are running behind, if they 
have been making their payments 
each time during the grace period. 

Two other bits of advice to GI 
policy holders were given at the 
same time by Connors. 

1. Pay premiums annually, 
semi-annually or quarterly in¬ 
stead of monthly, and save time 
and money in mailing, plus a 
small reduction in premiums. 

2. Do not send cash through 
the mail to pay your premium. 


If it is lost in transit, it is your 
loss. Always use checks or money 
orders. This not only assures the 
safety of your money, it also pro¬ 
vides a receipt in the cancelled 
check or money order study. 

Any VA contact office can 
provide information as to the 
cost of premium payments on an 
annual, semi-annual or quarterly 
basis.

tunnel showed a proportionately 
higher number of cases of disease 
than those who had worked a 
shorter time, according to the in¬ 
vestigators. In other words—the 
more fumes inhaled over the 
years, the greater the likelihood 
of illness. Possible results of 
smoking were not ruled out; but 
when all pertinent factors were 
added up, a decisive role in the 
production of disease was assign¬ 
ed to the affects of automobile 
exhaust gases. 

What should one make of it 
all ? First, that ‘'air pollution” is 
more than just a phrase repre¬ 
senting vaguely undesirable prac¬ 
tices; it can refer to something 
that makes people sick, and, in 
the case of a certain percentage, 
inevitably kills them. Second, that 
air pollution often occurs in forms 
—such as automobile exhaust 
fumes—that can be remedied 
through public ahd private meas¬ 
ures if enough people will try 
hard enough to get the job done.

AIRBORNE DISEASE 

One way not to keep healthy 
is to inhale automobile fumes as 
a steady breathing diet. Practic¬ 
ally everybody has known this 
all along, but now it has achieved 
ultimate status as a fact verified 
by research. 

Investigators from the U. S. 
Public Health Service and the 
Harvard School of Public Health 
got together and fired some 
searching questions at sixty toll 
collectors employed at a traffic 
tunnel in Boston. From the an¬ 
swers they were able to determine 
that twenty-two, or 3G.7 per cent, 
of the men had some form of 
chronic respiratory disease—dam¬ 
age to the breathing apparatus. 

This rate of chronic respiratory 
illness is more than double the 
rate that exists among the gen¬ 
eral population. In a large num¬ 
ber of cases it took the form of 
chronic bronchitis. 

A further fact underlining the 
connection between gasoline 
fumes and breathing ailments is 
that employees who had worked 
more than ten years at the traffic
